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1. Applicant's election of Group II in Paper No. 14 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Accordingly, claims 3 and 4 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of 
section 371© of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent. 

Claims 8,9,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Cattaneo. Cattaneo discloses a bracket 
including a face branch 1,3 having fixing holes, and a tab 4,7 
having a hole 5 f . 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cattaneo. While Cattaneo does not disclose the 
type of material from which the bracket is constructed from, it 
is a well settled issue that the selection of a known material 
based upon its suitability for the intended use would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

4. The applicant states that the Cattaneo reference discloses a 
flank 1 of a rolling shutter box wherein the hole in the middle 
of the flank allows the rotary shaft to pass therethrough but 
does not support the rotary shaft or a bearing thereof. However, 
there is nothing in the Cattaneo reference which indicates that 
the hole in the middle of the flank is not capable of supporting 
a bearing of a rotary shaft. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive.
